The bill introduced in the interest of com-
mercial travelers, otherwise called '‘drum-
Juers,” requiring railroad companies to carry
passengers on freight trains and provide ac-
commcdations therefor, came up on a third
2eading in the House vesterday and was de.
feated by a vote of 62to 27, The bill was
made to neclude all freight trains, both
throvugh and local, and it was argued that it
wouid work a hardship to compel through
freigets to stop at all stations. The bitl wil
no doubdt be made to apply to local freignts

only snd come up again.

Representative Gooding rapped the Ie.
